DENTAL FORCEPS IN ANTIQUITY. 


fnot That They Existed, But No Spe- 


cimens Are In Existence. 


Dr. SudhotT not long ago read a pa- 


»*r before the Leipzig Medical society 
on dental forceps in antiquity. He said 
that even before the 
time of Hippo- 


crates reference to the use of such In- 
struments are found, but no specimens 
are met with among the surgical im- 
plements belonging to classical times 
that have been discovered. This can 
only be due to the material of which 
they were made. T'nllke the mass of 
other Graeoo-Roman surgical 
instru- 


ments, which were nearly all of bronze, 
the dental forceps of antiquity must 
have been made of iron or steel, al- 
though no medical writer mentions the 
fact 
In the Aristotelian "Mechanical 


Problems," however, there is a pas- 
sage which, according to Dr. Sudhoff. 
has hitherto been overlooked, in which 
It Is mentioned as a familiar fact that 
dental forceps were made of iron. In 
th« museum at Homburg. where there 
is an almost unrivaled collection of 
iron Implements, two steel-plated den- 
tal forceps, one for the 
upper, the 


other for the lower jaw, have been 
tound. That dental 
forceps should 


-(have formed part of the armamentarl- 
mn of a military surgeon in a remote 
outpost shows in what common use 
the instrument was.—British Medical 
Journal.

DENTAL FORCEPS IN ANTIQUITY 


^roof That They Existed, But No Spe 


clmens Are in Existence. 


Dr. Sudhoff not long ago read a pa- 


^per before the Leipzig Medical society 
on dental forceps in antiquity. He said 
that even before the 
time of Hippo- 


crates reference to the use of such in 
etniments are found, but no specimens 
are met with among the surgical im 
plements belonging to classical times 
that have been discovered. This can 
only be due to the material of which 
they wpre made. Unlike the mass o 
other Grneoo-Roman surgical 
instru 


ments. which were nearly all of bronze 
the dental forceps of antiquity musl 
have been made of iron or steel, 
al- 


though no medical writer mentions the 
fact 
In the Aristotelian "Mechanical 


Problems," however, there Is a 
pas- 


sage which, according to Dr. Sudhoff, 
has hitherto been overlooked, in which 
Jt Is mentioned as a familiar fact that 
dental forceps were made of iron. In 
the museum at Homburg. where there 
is an almost unrivaled collection 
of 


iron Implements, two steel-plated den- 
tal forceps, one for the 
upper, the 


other for the lower jaw, have been 
found. That dental forceps should 
4iave formed part of the armamentari- 
um of a military surgeon in a remote 
outpost shows in what common use 
the instrument was.—British Medical 
Journal.
